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KAWASAKI '90 

Everybody knows the 
KDX200 is probably the most 
popular trailbike ever made, 
but the KDX is not going to be 
making as much news as the 
KX bikes next year. For 1990, 
Kawasaki has made some en- 
gine improvements to the KDX 
(new piston type, bigger en- 
gine mount bolts, new 
kickstarter ratchet), and made 
the seat firmer. Nothing earth- 
shattering, but it'll still be a 
great bike for a suggested list 
of $2849. 

The big news will 
be the KX125 and 
KX250. Both of 
these 1990 bikes 
will be using a new 
perimeter frame 
that is actually 
quite wild. It fea- 
tures a pair of box 
section downtubes 
coming off the 
steering head that 
continue unbroken 
straight down to 
the foot pegs. It's 
easier to visualize this if you 
can imagine the gas tank sit- 
ting down between the two 
down tubes, which it does. It is 
supposed to be an incredibly 
strong, rigid design, and it cer- 
tainly looks it. 

Also, the KX line will come 
with upside-down cartridge 
forks, and they should work 
well, since Kawasaki had the 
presence of mind to not use 
them as OEM parts until every- 
body else worked the bugs out 
of them. Numerous other im- 
provements stud the 125 and 
250; the KX500 has received 
the upside-down forks and a 
heavier flywheels, but remains 
largely unchanged. 

You're going to see a lot of 
these KXs in the woods, al- 
though we can see one prob- 
lem already for the aftermar- 
ket people to work out—the 
KX250 tank holds only 8.5 li- 
ters of fuel (2.25 gallons), and 
that perimeter frame may bea 
real bugger to mold a new tank 
around. Prices? The 125 lists 
for $3249, the 250 for $3899, 
and the 500 is $3999. 


BARSTOW TO

YOURSELF 


If nothing else, 1989 is going 
to go down in history as the 
Year of the Lyme Tick. Deer 
ticks, as tiny as a pin head, are 
carrying Lyme disease in this 
country, and there has been 
quiteabitofhysteria aboutthe 
whole situation. It's pretty 
easy to pick up the ticks, espe- 
cially in mountain areas of the 
north east, but it's not all that 
easy to catch the disease. In 
order to infect you with Lyme 
disease, the experts say, the 
tick has to be sucking on you 
for 12 to 24 hours, and you'd 
have to be pretty laid- back to 
not find a tick in that time. 

Still, it pays to be cautious; 
folks we've known that have 
had the disease claim it's not 
all that much fun. Use insect 
repellent on your riding gear, 
something like Deep Woods Off 
or other spray said to fend off 
ticks, and protect your skin if 
you're pitting for an enduro 
rider. And, when you're done 
riding, drown the buggers with 
a good, hot shower. You'll feel 
better, and we will too!

Shortly after we got tired of poking and 
prodding, we suited up and went for a trail

ride. After we got way back in the woods, 
Kevin handed it over and | attempted to 
put in a few hot miles...well, as hot as they 
get for me, considering whatever bike Kev- 
in's riding he simply disappears on. I ac- 
tually had no idea that my bike could go 
that fast.... 

But the KTM was different, and certainly 
much better. Rearranging the engine con- 
figuration definitely straightened out the 
shifting. Gone is the notchiness and gener- 
ally stiff feeling that we've all come to 
know and expect from KTM 250s. The new 
shifter throw is about half as short as the 
old one, and all it takes is a touch to get it 
to the next gear. Wide open or with the 
throttle chopped, it didn't seem to make 
any difference; and I never managed to 
miss a gear, but then I was being very 
careful with the bike. 

The clutch is also good. It doesn't seem 
to drag, which is a first for a KTM. I could 
actually just pull in the clutch and give ita 
half-hearted kick and the bike would light 
right up. Unless your '88 or '89 is perfectly 
set up and adjusted, clutch drag is going 
to prevent you from getting a first-kick 
start. This bike felt, well, like a Japanese 
bike. 

That right-side kickstarter also seems 
nice, although purists (myself among 
them) will lament the loss of the left-side 
kick. Being on the right side, the lever is 
set somewhat lower in the cases, the lever 
is shorter than the '89, and it just seems

easier to push through. АП it took was a 
gentle stab on the lever, and the fire was 
lit. No longer will you have to stand up on 
the lever, just to push it through. 

It's hard to pin down exactly what the 
power is like on this engine. The easy part 
is to say it's smooth, but the old engine 
was smooth. We used the phrases "electric 
motor" and "seamless power" to describe 
last year's engine, and now we're going to 
have to come up with words that mean the 
same thing, only more. 

It has a lot more power than the '89 
engine, but the delivery is so deceptively 
smooth it's unreal. The bike revs fast, but 
controllably; and although the power 
comes on so strong in the midrange, it is 
not at all peaky. There's a new silencer on 


the bike, and it makes a throaty growl like 
a 550 when you open the throttle, and the 
power builds from zero very quickly and 
deceptively. If we didn't know better, we'd 
think it was a short-stroke big bore. Great 
enduro power. 

The seating position was nice and low, 
and dabbers are going to appreciate that. 
The seat itself felt perfect, which would 
also be a first for KTM. Both of us hated the 
handlebars, but they are easily changed. 
Some people actually like that handlebar 
bend, though. 

We couldn't evaluate the suspension. 
During the ride, it felt like the valving was 
pretty close—the damping felt better than 
the '89 stocker—but for some reason it 
was really stiff and aggressive. When we 
got back to the garage Kevin checked out 
the markings on the forks and shock, and 
found out that the factory had sent the 
bike over with the 1990 motocross suspen- 
sion on it (they probably didn't have any 
suspension pieces with enduro valving in 
stock at such an early date). That was a 
shame, because just how the new suspen- 
sion works is going to be a big issue with 
all of us. 

But that will have to wait until we get a 
production model for a test. Right now, 
our initial impression of the new engine is 
quite good. You can tell that the KTM en- 
gineers spent a lot of time working out the 
little details—like shifting, starting, and 
the clutch—and these little details are 
what's going to make the difference. So 
far, they get an A-plus for powerplant; now 
let's wait and see what the new suspension 
feels like.

In 
the old days, it was known as the "Beehive 
of the mountains," a very easy run, and 
they sometimes had 500 riders in attend- 
ance. This time, they promised a good ride, 
not too long, not really easy. Just a fun, 
Pennsylvania ride. 
We were having fun, so far. The club was 
flirting with us in the first ten miles, run- 
ning us off the road and into the woods at 
possible mileages, and then through the 
woods for a bit before running back onto 
the road and into timekeeping mode 
again. It was a hurry up and wait kind of 
deal. 
Finally, we slithered into the wet woods 
and hit the first check. Three miles tot he 
next possible, and the woods really were 
wet; kind of a slimy coating on the ground, 
mixed in with bits of shale, but since we 
were the first minute, there weren't event 
tire tracks in front of us.

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Making the Tri-State "easy" for a change!

? J ou have to be a brave and 
adventurous enduro ri- 
der to enter the Tri-State. 
The Tri-State Trail Riders 
spread the word around this 
year that they were going to lay 
out an easier run, but New En- 
gland veterans know the terrain 
too well. “Easier? How they 
gonna make the rocks small- 
er?" was a common response. It 
must be tough to be a trail boss 
when, like Mr. Dangerfield, you

South Jersey’s first street legal Dual Sport run

Dual Sport in Canada 








Rider Martin Dunleavy huffed it all the 
way down from New Haven, Connecticut. 
Well, it was a nice day to go riding, right? 

At 9:00 sharp, Wally Tunison, riding a 
vintage DT 250 Yamaha, was the first to 
leave the starting line. The course sent the 
riders east on Route 70 for a tenth of a 
mile. Although the first turn was well 
marked, some of the riders in their excite- 


о you ever get the feel- 
D ing that things are just a 

little better somewhere 
else? You know, just a little 
more fun, maybe a little less re- 
strictive? Well, as far as Dual 
Sport bikes go, this is definitely 
the case in Canada. I spoke to 
Claude Leonard, a Sandy Lane 
rider from Canada, and what he 
had to say on the topic makes 
me want to move North. 

A few months back, 1 got a 
chance to tour a Yamaha facili- 
ty in Southern New Jersey. The 
sign said it was Yamaha district 
headquarters, but after a pass 
through the garage, І knew bet- 
ter. It was Motorcycle Heaven. 
There was one of every off-the- 
wall Yamaha built in the last 5 
years there. Pocket roadracers, 
IT250's with the rubber things- 
that-stick-out-of-the-sidewall 
still on the tires, the whole nine 
yards. But the bike that really 
stole the show was a half road 
racer, half dirt bike known as 
the TDR250. 


AT LAST! 


This bike is the Dual Sport 
version of the TZR250 road rac- 
er, and it didn't look too far 
from the racetrack disk brakes 
on both ends, twin-cylinder 
waterpumper engine (14,000 
RPM redline), high pipes, Met- 
zeler Sahara DS tires, Mono-X 
suspension, and all sorts of 
road racing gizmos hanging off 
of everywhere. A quote from the 
TDR250 test report: "Its transi- 
tion into the powerband at 
7,000 RPM is abrupt. The bike 
leaps forward, the front wheel 
lightens and the tachometer 
needle goes berserk." My kind 
of bike. 

You see, I’ve always been par- 
tial to Yamaha 2-stroke twins 
(there's а 1975 RD350A all over 
the workbench here) A mod- 
ern, max-ed out dirt version has 
always been my secret fantasy 
garage project. And there it 
was, complete with a wild black 
and yellow paint scheme, ex- 
cept it was in someone else's 
garage. Keep dreaming... 


You've probably figured out 
the next thing I’m going to say. 
Let's say you died, passed the 
entrance exam at the gates, 
and were admitted into Heaven. 
What you'd see cruising down 
the street would be a TDR250 
(probably with REALLY lean jet- 
ting, because of the altitude). 
Except you don't have to die to 
have this happen. Just move to 
Canada. You'd have to get 
ready to shell out some big 
bucks ($4,999 Canadian), but 
when 125 motocrossers are 
over 5 grand, who cares? 

So the grass is greener on the 
Canadian side. But how much 
greener? Let me give you an 
idea. Yamaha also offers the 
DT200R there, which is essen- 
tially a 1989 17200 (if there WAS 
such a thing) dressed out for 
the street. Claude ran it in a 
round of the Quebec Hare 
Scrambles Championship ser- 
ies. He finished 10th overall on 
a basically stock $5,799 bike 
(knobbies were added, and 


most of the street gear re- 
moved, except the horn and the 
turn signals, to harrass and hu- 
miliate competitors). Am I get- 
ting my point across? 

There's also a bunch of 4- 
stroke Paris-Dakar style bikes 
available in Canada that we 
don't see here as well. Suzuki 
still offers the DR60O, called 
the Dakar, and the DR750, 
which is called the DR Big. 14 
say so too. Kawasaki offers the 
KLR250 and KLR650 wearing 
different Paris-Dakar type body- 
work. Prices, again, are fright- 
ening: $5,499 for a KLR250, 
$4,599 for a KLR650 or DR600, 
and $5,499 for the DR750. 

I don't think we'll ever see a 
street-legal big-bore 2-stroke in 
this country again, but I’ve got 
my fingers crossed that the 
Dual Sport explosion will open a 
new market for dirt machines 
that don't have to go home in a 
truck. I certainly hope so— it's 
too damn cold in Canada! Г]

ment shot right by this test of navigation. 
What followed was a strange display of cor- 
rection maneuvers to get back on course. 

From Cherry Hill Honda to the first 
checkpoint in Atco, the course was half 
asphalt and half real nice sand roads. here 
were no problems at this point. What fol- 
lowed was Raritan Avenue. Raritan Avenue 
has about 500 yards of whoopdedos in it. It 
was here that we lost our only non-finisher. 
Rick was fighting a big hangover, and both 
hours of sleep he had the night before just 
weren't cutting it. 

The checks on the course were un- 
manned, and used just like a poker run. 
That is, your time is not taken, but rather 
the check is used for confirmation. The 
intent of this ride was to have fun, ride 
safe, and not race. 

The riders then followed the course to 
Quaker Bridge Road (sand also). At Quaker 
Bridge, the course followed a jeep road 
through the woods to Batsto Ranger Sta- 
tion. A short ride down Route 565 had the 
riders stopping at the half way point for a 
quick soda. 

The course then headed for Chatsworth. 
The riders were directed to ride down Sooy 
Road and stop at the New Jersey Air Force 
Emergency Landing Site. This was the F-4 
fighter crash site from three years ago.

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f course, there has been plenty of 
Q hoopla about the RMX. Suzuki won 

the National Enduro Championship 
on a prototype of one last year, and both of 
the other major magazines seem to have 
become RMX crazy in their enthusiasm to 
test it and shoot it out against the other 
bikes. We at Trail Rider even went out to 
Nevada for a taste test of the bike (May 
'89), and came back favorably impressed; 
although we knew right away that we 
wouldn't understand anything about the 
bike until we tested it here, in the woods. 

Well, now we have one, and we've been 
riding it. And now we understand what 
everybody has been babbling about. Be- 
fore we go any further, we'll tell you the 
major negatives of the machine, and then 
you can weigh these points against all the 
pluses. Ready? Okay: 

1, The RMX is a little too tall for most 
riders; and 

2. Suzuki introduced it way too late in 
the season. 

That's it. Now bear with us, as we try to 
stay in control here. 

STOCK vs. MODIFIED 

Basically, the RMX is two machines. 
There is a very tame, very strangled stock 
version that you pick up at your dealer's, 
and a totally different RMX that you get 
when you modify it for "closed course 
competition." The stock RMX is EPA-legal, 
which means different things to different 
people, and doesn't really have any bear- 
ing on the state of the sport right now—it 
doesn't mean that it's street-legal, "еп- 
duro-legal,” or any kind of legal in any type 
of situation; all it means is that the bike is 
quiet. 

And it is super-quiet, like 84db or so. At 
that low of a sound level, you ride the 
stock RMX and all you hear is everybody 
else's bikes. The concessions that had to 
be made to reach this super-quiet condi- 
tion have resulted in a bike that is incredi- 
bly slow and mellow. Everybody with any 
amount of racing experience who rode our 
stock RMX immediately commented on it, 
using words like “soft power," “по power," 
or "unbelievably slow." 

They were all right, but after riding it 
around stock, in the woods one day, we 
came to the conclusion that such a bike 
would be perfect for a beginner. The en- 
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gine doesn't do anything surprising until 
about 8,000 rpm, and below that it's all 
torque and mellowness. The suspension is 
long and plush at that speed, and it's a 
cinch to ride. It's a nice, mellow bike. 

However, none of us directly connected 
to Trail Rider are nice, mellow riders. That 
doesn't mean we're all race winners, but 
every one of us has a nasty mean streak 
that makes us want to risk our neck in the 
woods occasionally; and for us, Suzuki has 
made the bike easily “correctable” for clo- 
sed-course competition (which means hare 
scrambles, which seems to be somewhat 
opposite of "EPA-legal"). 

The annual Delaware Enduro Rider's 
hare scrambles was coming up, so we deci- 
ded to hare-scramblize the bike and take it 
there for its first modified test. There are 
six things you have to do to the RMX to 
unplug the power, and here they are: 

1. Remove the airbox lid, on top, under 
the seat. 

2. Pull the carb top off and cut 10mm off 
of the throttle stop. 

5. Rejet the carb— just remove the 250 
main jet and screw in a 560; all other jets 
are fine. 

4. Pull the cylinder head off and replace 
the head gasket with an RM head gasket. 

5. Pull the cylinder, remove the power 
valve cover and grind off a stop pin moun- 
ted in the cover. 

6. Remove the stock muffler, and install 
practically anything else. The Suzuki race 
people claim the best power from a stock 
RM muffler, so that's what we put on it 
(with a Cobra Sparky spark arrestor instal- 
led). 

(For a little more insight on dialing in the 
RMX, see the sidebar by Hank Stankiewicz 
that we hopefully remembered to include 
in these pages). 

We also cranked the exhaust valve pre- 
load adjuster up to two turns from zero, to 
dial in more torque—the adjuster is on the 
left side of the engine; the instructions are 
in the manual. Then we checked to make 
sure it started, and ran it up and down the 
alley, and it felt fine; much stronger. We 
had no chance to ride before the scramble, 
and only warmed it up on the line and then 
straddled the front wheel along with about 
40 other Senior riders. When the gun went 
off, we hobbled around and shakily threw a

leg over, kicked it, dumped the clutch, 
found out it was in neutral, pulled the 
clutch in, engaged first gear, and left the 
line just in back of the middle of the pack. 

By the time we'd cleared the far end of 
the start field (about 150 yards) we were in 
sixth or seventh, and jumped into the 
woods with the leader in sight. This modi- 
fied RMX is a fast, fast machine—much 
faster than we expected. The gearing 
seems right on, wide-ratio but close to- 
gether, and the midrange power is so bru- 
tal that even if you try to pull a gear too 
high — well, it won't be high for long. Plenty 
of torque, bucketloads of midrange, and 
enough top end to satisfy a stone lunatic. 

The difference between stock and modif- 
ied is amazing. It goes from being the 
slowest 250 enduro bike to, well, maybe 
the fastest. The KTM 250 E/XC we tested 
was strong, and continues to be strong, 
but the RMX feels stronger—it basically 
revs quicker. 

It's also seems a little odd when you read 
what otherwise has been written about the 
RMX. Out west, some say the modified bike 
has no midrange power, and has a "tame" 
engine. Well, this one isn't. We never saw 
anything written about the adjustable 
powervalve, which may have something to 
do with it. Maybe their jetting is off, or 
maybe they just have to come ride one out 
in the woods for a change. 

HOLDING DOWN THE WHEELS 

The shifting felt flawless, with no not- 
chiness or hard lever movement, and the 
clutch didn't drag. The bike takes one or 
two half-hearted kicks to come to life, and 
then it even idles. The RMX must have 
been truly strangled, stock, to go from a 
250 main jet to a 560 (we used a 550 for 
the hot eastern weather) and still have 
such good manners; but we'd rather ride 
than ask technical questions all day. 

The handling and suspension seem to be 
just as well dialed-in. The RMX turns lightly 
and quickly, but it still feels rooted to the 
ground. Very fast turning, through the 
trees, but still very stable in the wide-open 
fast stuff. It doesn't give you the same 
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:hey say is true.... 





liding within that mellow engine is 
зоте really fine horsepower.

rock-steady manners as a Husky when you 
start closing in on 70 mph or so, but being 
able to snake through the trees like a bee- 
stung rabbit makes up for it. In other 
words, you can tell this is an enduro bike. 


The suspension felt perfect for the stock 
bike, and we didn't change it once we mod- 
ified the engine, which was probably a 
drawback in the Delaware race. Being able 
to really drive the bike through and into 
obstacles— once all the horsepower was re- 
leased—revealed that the middle-of-the- 
road suspension settings were inadequate. 
The stock settings are: 

Shock rebound—sixth from stiffest (out 
of 21 click positions). 

Shock compression—nine from stiffest 
(out of 18). 

Fork compression— 1 1 from stiffest (out 
of 21). 

Fork rebound—6 from stiffest (out of 
21). 

Now naturally, suspension settings are 
going to vary depending on terrain, but for 
Delaware (smooth, fast woods trails, some 
stutter bumps, very high speed hay fields, 
an occasional log across the trail, no 
rocks) it felt too heavy on compression, 
and maybe a little light on rebound. Also, 
we weren't getting completely full travel 
on the forks, so we backed off on the com- 
pression damping at both ends and it felt 
better. A couple clicks more of rebound 
made the back end behave better when 
hopping logs, although we would back off 
again for whoopdedos. 

Basically, though, the suspension felt re- 
ally good. We have a tendency to nit-pick 
suspension systems to death, and if back- 
ed into a corner would admit that the Su- 





zuki suspension damping was very satis- 
factory but a little bit crude. But, we also 
have less than 100 miles on the bike, and 
that's not enough time to break-in a su- 
spension. Changing the clickers made it 
better, and switching to Spectro cartridge 
fork oil and getting a few hundred miles on 
the bike will also help quite a bit. Most 
riders will just love this suspension to de- 
ath the first time they try it. 

The seating position is really good on 
the bike, putting you right up into the mot- 
orcycle. Even the stock bars are decent,

F: the 1989 season, І was 
given a Suzuki RMX250 by 
Montgomeryville Cycle 
Center to race and do R & D on. 
Bob Jones, the owner, wants to 
get more deeply involved with 
the Enduro crowd and is also an 
enthusiast himself. He's mak- 
ing a commitment to our sport 
by stocking parts and accesso- 
ries, helping to fine-tune the 
equipment he sells and sup- 
porting Scott  Wolfersberger 
and I as technical advisors at 
the ECEA races. 

In March, I picked up the new 
RMX and was given the go- 
ahead from Bob to modify it to 
fit my needs. Armed with infor- 
mation gleaned from Trail Rid- 
er, Dirt Bike and Dirt Rider, I felt 
confident in going about modi-

stop as shown. 


fying the bike for closed course 
competition. 

I first attacked the throttle 
stop. | removed the carburetor, 
looked down the throat and 
twisted the throttle. They were 
right, it only opened half way. 
You can replace it with a stock 
RM cap, but 1 decided to cut a 
half inch off the existing cap to 
allow it to open all the way. 
While the carburetor was off, 1 
also replaced the main jet with 
a larger one (from 220 to 550), 
installed a smaller 40 pilot jet 
(down from 45) and ran the nee- 
die clip in the second-from-the- 
top notch. 

Next on the agenda was to 
remove the power valve limiter. 
It's a pin installed in the power 
valve cover that keeps the

valves from opening. In order to 
remove it, you must remove the 
cylinder. You can either replace 
the lid with the RM part or cut/ 
grind off the pin. I used a grin- 
der. Other than tightening all 
the nuts and bolts, cutting the 
bars, adding a Ghost Rider III 
computer and adding some 
other personal convenience 
items, that was it. 

I took it out for a test ride and 
was, at first, disappointed with 
the power delivery. The bike ac- 
tually felt like a hyper 125. 
Back to the drawing board. | 
knew the muffler was stran- 
gling it but didn't think it would 
make that much of a differ- 
ence. Part of the problem cen- 
tered in the adjustable power 
valve unit. The bike came 


through with the tension on the 
spring set at the minimum, or 
1/4 turn of preload. This al- 
lowed the power valve to open 
fully at very low RPM, robbing 
the engine of available torque. 
By the way, the manual was 
misleading in this department. 
It would lead you to believe that 
reducing the preload will lead 
to increased torque. Once ad- 
justed to 2 to 2 !/ turns of pre- 
load, the bike came alive. 

I also installed a set of Boye- 
sen reeds and an Answer SA Pro 
Silencer. The Boyesen reeds im- 
proved the low end pulling pow- 
er and the SA helped the mid 
range. Believe me, this engine 
puts out perfect enduro power 
smooth, electric, hard-pulling 
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power! There are по hitches in 
the power band at all, and it's 
plenty fast for enduros and 
hare scrambles. 

My next area of attack was to 
install the RM head gas- 
ket..and then 1 promptly re- 
moved it. With the RM gasket 
in, | found the bike much more 
difficult for me to ride. This 
bike flat ripped. The RMX now 
rocketed from turn to turn, and 
tree to tree. 1 found the front 
wheel coming up much too of- 
ten and the real wheel sliding 
out due to raw amounts of pow- 
er. For the sand, it would be 
fine. In the rocks and technical- 
type courses, the stock head 
gasket is my choice. It's much 
more mellow. 

The suspension needed some 
work to fit my riding style. For 
the average trail rider, it will 
probably be terrific. For me, the 
fork settings for the sand were 
one click out from full on the 
compression and four out from 
full on the rebound. Shock set- 
tings were full out on the com- 
pression and two clicks out 
from full on the rebound. Anal- 
ysis: the shock needs revalving 
for my style of riding, and the 
forks probably need slightly 
heavier oil or more volume to 
bring the settings toward the 
middle of the adjustment range 
to keep from bottoming. 
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Jim Kapitan, of Professional 
Moto X Distributing, volun- 
teered to help me dial in the 
suspension. Jim is really know- 
ledgeable in the suspension de- 
partment and is super to work 
with. We disassembled the 
shock to find that the oil was 
trashed in only 200 miles of rid- 
ing. The oil was aerated badly 
and had already broken down. 
The nitrogen pressure was also 
incorrect. This accounted, in 
part, for the strange settings | 
had to run to make the bike 
work. 

The valving stacks were also 
looked at and found to be al- 
most identical to the RM250 
shock. What works well on the 
MX track is not necessarily 
what we enduro riders need in 
the woods. RMX owners will al- 
so be happy to know that the 
shock body is hard coated from 
the factory and should provide 
long service. Jim performed a 
few tricks (revalved the com- 
pression and rebound stacks) 
filled the shock with his special 
oil and adjusted the nitrogen 
pressure. 

I explained to Jim what was 
happening with the forks. They 
bottomed on deep bumps and 
would dive too quickly when ap- 
plying the front brake in cor- 
ners. They also rebounded too 
quickly despite the rather stiff 





rebound setting | was using. 
Upon disassembly, the oil level 
was checked and found to be at 
115mm, right at spec. The 
forks were cleaned, the valving 
stacks looked at, (they are dif- 
ferent from the RM forks) and 
the determination made to go 
with 7 12 weight suspension 
fluid (up from 5 weight) and re- 
test. 

Now, this may seem like a lot of 
work, but it's really not. With 
the above modifications, the 
suspension is now much more 
balanced than stock. The front 
forks do not bottom and are 
still supple over the small 
bumps. The shock is much, 
much closer to meeting my 
needs. One more trip to Jim 
with the shock (to reduce the 
compression stack) and I’m 
sure it will be just perfect! He's 
kept notes so he will be able to 
get you in the ball park on the 
first try should you use his serv- 
ice. Jim can also work on your 
cylinder if you really have the 
urge for more power. 

The wrap up. Don't let the 
length of this article scare you. 
It's not a lot of work to make 
this bike right. The engine per- 
formance mods are basically 
free, discounting the labor, 
jets, and Boyesen reeds. You 
could get by with the RMX muf- 
fler; however, | recommend the 
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Hush Puppy or the Answer SA 
Pro which adds another $100 to 
the price ticket. The tires will 
have to be replaced only when 
worn out as the rear is excellent 
and the front okay. The suspen- 
sion mods, while necessary for 
an AA rider, are not absolutely 
necessary for most and could 
be done at a later date (the 
manual describes in detail how 
to change the shock and fork 
oil).

once you hack at least an inch off of both 
ends. We immediately felt comfortable on 
the bike, from the very first ride. The only 
hassle some guys will have is reaching the 
ground. The owner's manual says the seat 
height is 57.5 inches, but it feels like more. 
A five-foot, eleven-inch rider can just touch 
a single foot to the ground— forget about 
the other one. If you like to dab often, 
you'll be terrified; if you never take your 
feet off the ред it doesn't matter. 

ALL THE LITTLE THINGS 

The brushguards are a nice touch if you 
only ride in sand and tall grass. We entered 
the Delaware race without proper hand- 
guards installed and snapped off the brake 
lever when we dropped the bike in a rocky 
stream bed. To be honest, it was an alu- 
minum aftermarket lever, so we don't 
know how strong the stockers are, but use 
good handguards anyhow. Your fingers 
will love you for it. 

Racing without a front brake left us with 
only a fleeting impression of that device, 
but while we had it it was strong and pre- 
dictable. We developed a healthy respect 
for the rear brake, though, since we spent 
the rest of the ride making it do double 
duty. It squealed and complained once it 
got good and hot, and we faded it twice on 
panicky downhills, but it never went away, 
and always cooled off quickly and came 
back strong. Good brakes. 

The stock tires are a new design from 
Bridgestone, and they actually worked 
well. They look something like a modified 
Dunlop 990, and got excellent grip in De- 
laware's admittedly perfect soil. They did 
pack up with sticky clay in one section, but 


this mud was so bad we wouldn't expect 
much from any tire. They feel like good 
all-terrain tires. No complaint here. 

The tiny resetable enduro odometer, 
that Suzuki pioneered the use of on its PE 
line, way back when, has reappeared on 
the RMX. It's simple, reliable, and it works. 
They spent a good deal of time working out 
the odometer cable routing too, and it 
looks like it should hold up well. 

While taking the bike apart to do the 
performance modifications, we figured out 
that the RMX is pretty easy to work on. It 
seems like everything comes apart with 
either an 8mm socket, a 12 or a 14. Both 
wheels come off easily and quickly, but 
then disc brakes help to make that chore 
easier. 

WHERE CAN I GET ONE? 

You'll find it very difficult to not like the 
RMX. It seems that Suzuki dug out all their 
enduro research, relied heavily on input 
from Randy Hawkins and Dave Bertram, 
and copied a few other things where neces- 
sary. They wound up with a nearly perfect 
enduro bike, once you remove all the 
"slow" parts. 

The only thing we would worry about is 
the future of the line. Naturally, rumors are 
flying about an RMX 200 and 400, but 
since Suzuki delivered these 250s so late 
in the season, the sales have been less 
than brisk—all you guys already have 
bikes, right? They will sell rapidly this fall, 
when everybody buys their bikes for the 
new year, but if everybody buys leftover 
'89 models (probably at a discount), then 
the '90s aren't going to sell well. Things 
like this make the bean counters at the

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Part Two: Across the Andes and into the jungle

Cusco, Peru 
When we left last month, Sidney had just 
completed a wet special test down the beach 
in Ica, Peru, and we were headed for Arequi- 
pa. It was day four, and we were finally head- 
ing away from the coastal area and into the 
hills. Land travel for the support people and 
press was slow and arduous, and a lot of this 
was written during the event, in support 
trucks alongside the road, in airplanes and 
hotels. Any of these "on the spot" notes are 
set off from the rest of the text in italics, just 
So you know. 


y the end of day four, DNFs were start- 
Р ing to show up on the results. Two of 

our Australian friends, Eddie Alberti 
and Steve Chapman, had overcooked a pair 
of XR600 Hondas on the beach and retired 
with toasted engines. Also, Luc Boeykens, a 
Belgian journalist who was entered, was 
about to join our group of "tourists" after a 
couple of forfeits. There were plenty more, 
but we never met them all. 

Day five was a 420-kilometer ride, looping 
around and back to Arequipa, at altitudes 
up to 14,000 feet. We were finally getting 
away from the lowlands. Sidney said it was a 
pretty good ride, with a few terrifying spots 
here and there. He finished last on the list of 
people who officially finished the day; more 
than a little tired and needing to do a whole 
lot of work on his bike. He vowed to start 
keeping saner hours, and I helped him out 
with some of his machine work, since I had 
spent the day trapped in town (to get out on 
the course, I found out too late, | would have 
had to hitch a ride with a support truck at 
something like two in the morning). 

More notes: 

Day 6, Saturday 

The hotel seemed to run out of food this 
morning, and we had to satisfy ourselves 
with papaya and tangerines, along with 
whatever bread they had to give us. This and 
as many cups of mate de coca as we can 
get. Sidney is going to need it today. The 
trail climbs to 15,000 feet, and just seems to 
hang there all the way to Puno, our next 
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This is what we rode through on the 
Peruvian coast. The climate is very arid; 
in the past they have gone 24 years 
without rain. 


layover. The Swede, Olle Ohlsson, was suffer- 
ing badly from altitude sickness yesterday, 
and may have trouble, but he's going to ride 
anyhow. He wants to ride in the back, with 
Sid. It is a seven hour ride, at least, from 
Arequipa to Puno, and Sidney's headlight 
doesn't work, so he's going to have to haul 
buns to get there by nightfall. 

We, on the other hand, are flying to Puno, 
which right now feels like an absolute luxu- 
ry, compared to what we've been doing. The 
drive from Lima to Ica on day two was about 
five hours of drudgery, and from Ica to Are- 
quipa on the fourth day was easily 14 hours 
of seriously painful boredom. Okay, so we 
weren't riding a bike, but on a bike you can 
average a better speed. The drive to Puno 
would have been a serious grind also— 
about 288 miles, but this time through the 
hills, which really kills the speed. Lucky for 
us Bill got his truck taken away from him, or 
we would have had to drive. They needed a 
truck to replace the one that got sunk in the 
ocean, so Bill's was the one to go. 





After working his way up to a strong 
lead, Ivan Alborghetti saw it all 
disappear when his rear tires self- 
destructed on the last day. 





I'm not complaining. For once, we got to 
sleep until six A.M., which is sleeping in, 
compared to what we've been doing. We hur- 
ried to the airport and then had to wait two 
hours for the plane to decide to take off, but 
Bill says that delays are normal around here. 
Flying there basically means we won't get 
much opportunity to take photos, which has 
got Roger in a hot sweat. He's not comforta- 
ble unless he's shooting an entire roll of film 
every five minutes, but Гт not concerned. 
So far, all we've had to shoot photos of is 
desert and wide-open bikes, other than the 
beach stuff, and who needs more of that? 

Puno sits at 12,500 feet, on the shores of 
Lake Titicaca. The altitude is going to give 
us problems, I'm sure. One of the Australian 
girls, Angie, is already sick (it couldn't be a 
hangover, could it?), and she shows all the 
signs of altitude problems, although Arequi- 
pa is not that lofty a place. Oh well. There's 
nothing much to do, other than go with the 
flow at this point. We'll find out what hap- 
pens when we get there.

When we got there, people were keeling 
over like ten pins. The rest of us were walk- 
ing real slow, and sitting down to rest at the 
darndest times. They say that at 10,000 
feet, the air pressure is half of what it is at 
sea level, and the thin air simply knocks you 
out. Sid and I never had trouble with it, since 
we were taking pills and drinking the tea, 
but we were really careful. By the time we 
left, all of the Australians were flat out. 

Sidney wound up forfeiting the day when 
he simply ran out of daylight, and with a 
broken headlight he slowed way down. We 
fixed the light in Puno, but the next leg 
promised to be even longer. He missed quite 
a celebration at the finish, with native dan- 
cers and bands and a horde of people. The 
next day was a rest day, so we took it easy 
and made repairs, then got up at four in the 
morning and started again. 

BACK IN THE SADDLE 

On the seventh day, І finally got a chance 
to sling a leg over a bike, and ride the sec- 
tion from Puno to Cusco. I still wasn't com- 
pletely used to kilometers, so 1 didn't realize 
that the distance for the day —509 kilomet- 
ers— was a hair over 500 miles, and а never 
ridden ЗОО miles in a day before. 

But what the heck, it was getting boring 
sticking with the group. We started out 15 
minutes ahead of the other riders, at around 
5:50 in the morning, in the dark. The group 
was Bill Berroth, Trevor Hunter, who was 
working support for the Australians, "El 
Condor” Kinigadner, and me; and we didn't 
get much more than 20 miles before we 
wobbled to a stop and practically crawled up 
our own exhaust pipes trying to get warm. It 
was right around freezing, and since we were 
doing 130 or 140 kph, the wind was like 
having the flesh stripped right from your 
bones. 


We had to stop three more times before 
the start of the special test, and it was mis- 
ery. The road was narrow and extremely dus- 
ty, with big potholes in it, and | сап remem- 
ber going as fast as the bike can go, and 
getting passed by racers who were still up- 
shifting. Those specialized rally bikes are 
unbelievably fast! 

We arrived at the start of the test, just as 
the leaders were departing, and Bill told me 
^Just drive on up ahead until you find a 
good place to shoot photos, and I'll be right 
behind you.” Well, we were in the foothills of 
the Andes, and | could see nice pictures 
coming up, but I rode 116 kilometers before 
I stopped, which wasn't what Bill was ex- 
pecting. 

That first stop was in a small, beautiful 
valley, high up in the mountains. I stopped 
outside of a village, and shot some photos of 
the riders passing, and I was soon joined by 
an old man who, with mouth packed with 
coca leaves, started asking me about the 
race. Trouble was, he was speaking Que- 
chua, and I was trying to reply in Spanish, 
which only confused him. We eventually had 
a pretty satisfying talk, in which he intro- 
duced me to most of the people in the town, 
his sister, her horses, and a cow. Nice guy. 

Right after that was the gas stop, where 
one of the Peruvian motorcycle clubs was 
selling fuel, dipping it out of 55-gallon 
drums with old, dirty buckets and spilling it 
everywhere, just like Cheech and Chong. It 
was wild, but at least it was petrol. There's 
not a whole lot of gas stations up in the 
Andes. 

It was an incredible ride, right across the 
spine of South America. In places we topped 
16,400 feet in altitude, and at that height it 
was exhausting to just hold onto the bike. 
As we'd crest the passes, | could feel my

Thierry Magnaldi won four days of the 
event, and then twisted his bike like a 
pretzel in an endo, and retired with a 
broken wrist. "All or nothing" seems to 
be the by-words of this type of racing. 
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energy draining away from lack of oxygen, 
and at times I just wanted to stop and lay 
down. But, as we would drop down the valley 
on the other side, into the heavier air, my 
energy would quickly come back until I felt 
perfectly fine. And then we'd go up and over 
again. 

The miles crawled past, and we really 
didn't stop much. Each succeeding valley 
was more beautiful than the next, with deep 
blue lakes in the middle of each one, and 
small villages alongside. Some of the villag- 
es were like medieval towns, with narrow 
cobblestone streets, women and children 
peeking out of dark doorways, and a family 
of hogs wallowing in the muddy middle of 
the road. In one town I narrowly missed be- 
ing drowned with a bucket of wash water 
being thrown out a doorway (the streets 
were about six feet wide), and in another I 
was hit by a rock an old woman threw at a 
pig to get it out of my way! 

The most of it was like desert-type fire- 
roads, all in nasty shape. It was hot now, and 
very dry and dusty. As we got farther east in 
the mountains, though, the canyons be- 
came more tropical, with all sorts of unusual 
plants growing, including banana trees and 
a few coconut palms. In places the road was 
lined with yellow-flowered bushes and the 
still air was thick with a smell like lemons. 

But after a couple hundred miles, it all 
starts to blend together. The high point of 
the ride came when we drove through this 
one village, and found the shoulder of the 
road lined with schoolchildren, all dressed 
up in their gray school uniforms. They had 
spelled out "Bienvenidos" (Welcome) in four- 
foot letters made of flowers in the middle of 
the road, and were cheering and throwing

flower petals at us. It was beautiful; I would 
have stopped to take a photo, but by then I 
had learned that anytime you stop you're 
absolutely mobbed, and the moment is lost. 
Best to just smile and wave, and drink it all 
in. 

After 11 hours in the saddle, we arrived in 
Cusco. For comparison, the late limit for the 
day was eight and a half hours. Even figur- 
ing that we stopped to warm up and take 
photos, we still hadn't stopped for much 
more than an hour and a half, meaning we 
still couldn't have maintained the schedule.

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Sidney finally houred out for the last time, 
coming into Cusco well after dark with no 
headlight again. "It was just too fast; 1 
stopped to help an injured rider, and there 
was no way 1 could keep the schedule after 
that." he said in the bar that night. 

BACK TO SEA LEVEL 

So Sidney joined us as we headed for the 
airport in the morning, to catch a flight to 
Puerto Maldonado, deep in the Amazon Jun- 
gle. The last two days would see the riders 
race the 500 kilometers to Puerto Maldona- 
do, overnight in a military camp, and then 








race back to the finish. Parts of the road, 
they said, were as remote as you could get, 
and there was no way they could get the 
support trucks down there in any reasona- 
ble amount of time. So, if your support crew 
didn't carry in the parts you needed on the 
plane, well, you flew back out. Or stayed 
there. 

Puerto Maldonado was a trip. It was just 
exactly what you'd expect a South American 
jungle town to look like. The finish was on 
the main road coming into town, and we 
drove there from the airport piled into the 
back of a stake-bodied truck—the local 
equivalent of a bus—and once there the 
grinning driver charged us 5000 intis 
($1.50) each for the two mile trip, which was 
highway robbery. 

The finish line was dull. Just a 30-foot 
wide gravel road, so Sid and I hired a three- 
wheeled motorcycle cab and driver for the 
afternoon and tooled around town in style. 
We were blowing the cabbie's mind. The po- 
lice kept trying to keep him from driving 
down the road, and we kept waving cameras 
and yelling “Prensa!” (Press!) Each time, 
they waved him through, and he couldn't 
believe he was getting away with such seri- 
ous crimes. 

We started heading up the finish road, at 
an annoying three miles an hour, and we 
eventually learned from our driver that the 
road stayed exactly like it was for 152 kilo- 
meters. At that pace, we'd be days driving to 
some place interesting, so we pulled over 
and made the best of it. Afterwards, he 
drove us to the military reservation, where 
the captain saw us paying the driver, and 
started scolding us for overpaying him. Hey, 
whattaya want from tourists?

The night was spent weirdly. We were 
bunked down in the military barracks, 30 
bunk beds to a room, no screens on the 
windows, no doors, and malaria on every- 
body’s mind. Get out the “Off,” get on the 
long sleeves and pants, and cover your 
head. 

Before we slept, though, we were bussed 
off to the local soccer stadium, wherein the 
gentry of the area put on a giant feed and 
entertained us with local kids performing 
traditional Quechua indian dances. Now this 
was unlike anything we'd ever done before, 
and between that feast and the food at the 
barracks, we were sure we'd all die of dysen- 
tery, or worse. 

The next morning we were awakened by a 
bugle revelry at five A.M. Since we were 
sleeping the the soldiers beds, they had 
spent the night practicing maneuvers in the 
fields surrounding the camp, and we heard 
them carrying on all night long. 

There was a trash can full of orange juice, 
and egg sandwiches for breakfast, which 
were immediately christened "Еда MacMal- 
donados” by Sidney. The riders left, and we 
hurried down to the airport to wait four 
hours for the plane to get there. When it did, 
we laid under the shade of the wings while 
the dead bikes were loaded into the baggage 
compartments. Airport security? Never 
heard of it. 

RACE TO THE FINISH 

When we got back to Cusco, the race was 
just about finished. To sum up what hap- 
pened, an Italian rider named Ivan Alborg- 
hetti had been leading in the last few days, 
and he looked like a shoo-in, even though 
another rider, Angelo Signorelli, had won 
the stage from Cusco to Puerto Maldonado. 
Ivan had it in the bag, and then the Michelin 
Mousse in his rear tire decided to head 
south, which they do occasionally, even 
though they like you to think that they can’t 
go flat. The resulting carnage wrecked his 
rear tire completely, and, without time to 
stop and fix it, his only choice was to go as 
fast and as hard as he dared into the finish. 
He made it, but his overall lead was lost, and 
he finish 25 seconds down in overall time to 
Signorelli. After nine hard days, to lose by 
that small margin! 

The other hard-luck story belongs to the 
Polish rider Gancewski. He was third overall 
at the start of the day, and actually had a 
good chance to win overall, considering Al- 
borghetti's problems. Unfortunately, he 
wrecked his rear wheel, and he did it much 
earlier in the jungle than Ivan did. He was 
stranded there most of the day, but after he

was picked up by a support truck that was 
headed back out, the truck broke down and 
they were finally stuck there for three days! 
When you'd mention "jungle" ог Gancews- 
ki's name to his partner, Zbigniew Przybyla, 
who finished third overall, Zbigniew would 
crack up laughing. It's good to see that dirt 
bikers all over the world share the same 
sense of humor! 

The next day we boarded a private train to 
Machu Picchu, the ancient Incan ruins high 
up in the mountains. It was a four-hour trip, 
and to amuse ourselves on the way up we 
spent most of our time riding on the roof of 
the train. Since the whole train was char- 
tered by Acerbis, we seemed to be able to 
get away with anything we wanted to do, a 
point we noted and planned on making use 
of later. 

Machu Picchu was a wonder. How they : отостога теа 
could have built it, so high up in rugged - 2 у тш» 
mountains, is still a mystery to me; and how T: p 
Hiram Bingham ever discovered it (1911) is 
an equal mystery. It's not in the sort of place 
where you could just be strolling down the 
road and find a ruin. The mountains are 
huge pinnacles, sticking up as steep as 
spear points, and everything that isn't inten- 
tionally cleared is thick with jungle vegeta- 
tion. The view from the top is tremendous. 

The trophies were handed out, precious 
gold and silver mugs, and then we headed 
back to the train after a fast lunch. We once 
again filled our “English-speaking car," and 
with the help of a couple of Finns, a Belgian, 
two Swedes, two Greeks, a host of Australi- 
ans and us four Americans, we proceeded to 
turn the last car of the train into a perfect 
example of what "rolling pandemonium" 
might mean. We started by making the stew- 
ardess for our car, Catherine, gather all the 
beer on the train and sell it to us by the case; 
an unusual request for this journey, appar- 
ently, but she complied after a little persua- 
sion. 
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Franco Acerbis offers his t-shirt to the 
crowd at our victory party. Franco is the 
mastermind of the Incas Rally, and the 
owner of Acerbis Plastica. 


Next we started chanting "Sid-ney! Sid- 
ney!” until he finally came back to see what 
all the commotion was about (he was social- 
izing in another car at the time, but we got 
him). We persuaded a native musical group 
that was serenading the train to come back 
and play for us, and then started up a chant 
for Franco Acerbis, the man behind this 
whole event. Franco finally arrived, rather 
foolishly 1 would say, and the crowd pro- 
ceeded to remove his t-shirt, and would have 
had his pants, too, if he wasn't so quick. He 
retaliated by stealing one of our cases of 
beer and anointing us with it. 

Things started happening fast, at that 
point. Obviously, the last car became the 
“in” place to be, and everybody on the train 
tried to cram inside, which was a physical 
impossibility. The musical group got fright- 
ened and left, but a Brazilian guitar player 
materialized, and then there was a lot of 
singing in Spanish, or approximate Spanish. 
We were going strong until Neveu came in 
and started fistfights, and then it all broke 
up. 

We were proud of ourselves, as we sat 
back and surveyed the wreckage. Catherine 
had long ago abandoned us, but we were 
satisfied, drinking the last few bottles and 
watching the amber liquid drip lazily from 
the ceiling of the car. Somebody remarked 
that we were very lucky, having spent two 
weeks driving all over Peru, and not coming 
in contact with any of the terrorists common 
to the countryside. The car took a lurch 
around a bend in the track, and we all 
watched a pool of beer slop across to the 
other side of the floor, at which point I raised 
my bottle aloft and announced "Gentlemen, 
we have met the terrorists, and they are us!" 

It was a hell of a trip. It wasn't always fun, 
and, like the night in the jungle, it was occa- 
sionally as uncomfortable as you could get. 
Only 34 riders finished out of the original 
72, and they were pretty beat-up looking, 
but everybody was strangely satisfied. 

The whole experience made me stop and 
think how much meaner and brutal we take 
our recreation, as we get older and more 
jaded with “normal” racing. We want 
tougher runs, longer rides, and more remote 
locations to be satisfied. Rallyists are people 
who are as close to the edge as you can get, 
looking for something even more wild to 
give them a thrill, and finding it in races like 
the Incas Rally. And I shudder to think how 
easily | might be persuaded to join them 
again next year.

The Offroad Flexstem 


Front suspension for your mountain bike 


by Wally Tunison 


е all know the beating your body 
W* take when training on your 

mountain bike. It’s bad enough to 
get done with a rocky enduro and still feel 
the bars shaking under your hands, yet if 
you go for a training ride on your moun- 
tain bike, it can feel like two enduros in 
half the time. 

Enter the Flexstem from KG Engineer- 
ing. The Flexstem uses a series of elastom- 
er urethane bushings and a pivoting steer- 
ing stem to cushion and absorb bumps on 
the trail. A standard bike, without the Flex- 
stem, has to transfer bump energy straight 
up through the wheel, fork and handlebars 
right into your arms. With the Flexstem, 
the forces move the bike upward while 
your hands flow with the bump, thus keep- 
ing you handling steady and reducing fa- 
tigue. 

Suspension on bicycles is not a new idea, 
but springs and shock absorbers are noto- 
rious robbers of pedaling energy. Moun- 
tain bikers in general, and off road motor- 
cycle riders in particular, have been wait- 
ing for a suspension system to emerge 
from the bicycle industry that won't rob 
our pedaling energy when climbing, yet 
delivers a more controlled ride on the flats 


and the descent. The Flexstem reminds us 
of the first step dirt bikes took in the early 
70's with experiments in long travel sus- 
pension. It is the first valid shot at a moun- 
tain bike suspension that works. No doubt 
much more refinement is yet to come. 

Using the Flexstem for two months now, 
in conjunction with an Avocet Gel seat, has 
given us the best ride yet on a mountain 
bike. The only complaint we had with the 
stem is that when you are in a turn, weight- 
ing the front end, and you hit something 
rather solid the stem dives downward, dra- 
matically changing your weight bias and 
body angle. If you are carrying enough mo- 
mentum you will more than likely roll 
through the turn without a problem. How- 
ever, if you lose your speed too much you 
can find yourself having to do a recovery 
movement pretty quick. 

This is not a mechanical problem with 
the Flexstem, it is simply a matter of posi- 
tioning yourself to prepare for turns differ- 
ently. If you want to soak up the bumps, 
you have to accept some measure of com- 
promise. We did try the Flexstem's adjusta- 
ble knob that changes the shock absorp- 
tion rate and reduces the stem travel, but 
it eliminated the Flexstem's ability to flow 





with the ride. We preferred the stock to 
slightly stiffer setting for most of our rid- 
ing. 

The verdict? It's pretty neat. It's not like 
having 12 inches of fork travel, but then 
you rarely do 40 mph through whoopde- 
dos on a mountain bike. Since any sort of 
long travel suspension would quickly wear 
you out on a bicycle, the Flexstem is a 
great compromise, and a good way to keep 
from pounding your arms and wrists any 
more than you have to. 

The Flexstem is available in different 
lengths, 100, 120, 155, and 150 millimet- 
ers, and in the two models. The standard 
model has a higher rise (54 mm on our 
135mm test stem) for recreational riding, 
and the Comp Flexstem has a lower 58 mm 
rise for competition. The Comp will also 
mount lower in your ATB for better power 
positioning, and it comes with an optional 
elastomer urethane spring for a stiffer 
ride. Suggested retail is in the $90 range 
for the standard Flexstem, and $100 for 
the Comp. You should be able to see the 
Flexstem at any good mountain bike shop, 
or contact KG Engineering for availability.
